REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the Members of the Bath Town School Board: 


I herewith present my third annual report. 


ENROLLMENT.

TEACHERS. 

At present we have a good corps of teachers. Two are 
Norma! School graduates, and the others are instructors of 
several years’ experience. Three have State certificates. One 
teacher has taught eight terms in the district and given good 
satisfaction. With one exception we have had the same 
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teachers during the entire school year 1909-1910. I think the 
teachers have tried to do their best and that they have been 
reasonably successful. I consider it a good plan for teachers 
to secure a State certificate, as it gives them a feeling that they 
are properly licensed and prepared to teach. Good judgment, 
common sense, ability and tact are just aS necessary as a cer- 
tificate, however. Armed with these and many years of 
experience we can look for good results. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The pupil’s presence in the school room is absolutely neces- 
sary for the welfare of himself and his classmates. Some chil- 
dren remain at home ‘several days during a term without a 
reasonable excuse, and upon their return to school they find 
themselves behind in their work and unable to carry the work 
assigned. It is of great importance at present to be faithful 
in attendance, as the State pays an allowance on the average 
attendance of pupils. The per cent. of attendance for the 

Town district has been as follows for the past five years: 
1905, .67; 1906, .92; 1907, .91; 1908, .82; 1909, .92.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To THE MEMBERS OF THE BATH UNION SCHOOL BOARD: 
I herewith present my third annual report. 


‘ ENROLLMENT. 

First Grade, 10; Second, 5; Third, 4; Fourth, 5; Fifth, 6; Sixth, 4; 
Seventh, 4; Eighth, 6; First year High School, 5; Second year High 
School, 7; Third year High School, 4. Total, 60. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

The State course of study has been followed as planned for the 
Latin course. The State Superintendent has the school listed, as 
approved for a three-year course. This year apparatus was pur- 
chased for a Chemistry laboratory, and the upper room has been 
fitted for the experimental work. 

The quality and quantity of work done in the several classes 
has been satisfactory. Miss Anna Whittlesey, Smith College, ’oo, 
has carried all the work of the second and third year classes, and 
Miss Hall has the first year class. The program is as follows: 
First year—Latin, English, Algebra, Ancient History. Second 
year—Latin, English, Geometry, French. Third year—Latin., 
English, Chemistry, French. 

I am pleased with the work that the classes are doing, and trust 
we may continue to improve on the high standard set. 


GRADES. 


The grade work is also good: It is pleasing to have such an 
increase in the first grade. Theschool has the equipment and facil- 
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24 
ities for a much larger enrollment. The work of Miss Hall and 
Miss DeGross has all been toward the best interests of the school. 
It means considerable effort on the part of pupils to be prepared for 
High school work. 


PRIZE SPEAKING. 


The Prize Speaking contest March 19, 1909, in which the High 
school pupils took part, was listened to by a large and appreciative 
audience. First prize was awarded to Annie Minot; second to 
Barbara Whitney, and third to Harold Foster. It is hoped we may 
have this as an annual event in our school. 


ENTERTAINMENT. 


The pupils in Miss DeGross’ room, aided by others, presented 
an interesting entertainment at the close of the Fall term. The 
proceeds will pay for a large picture for the Primary room and a 
few books. The preparation for this was done after school hours. 
It helps to bring the people in closer touch with the school. 

Parents are invited to visit the school at any time. Consulta- 
tion between parents and teachers can do much for the mental and 
moral development of a school. The fathers and mothers can help 
us concerning attendance, discipline, and proper use of the build- 
ing. Our school building has suffered some on account of careless 
children who do not realize the importance of keeping the house 
free from unsightly scratches and marks. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The per cent. of attendance forthe past five years has been 
as follows: 1905, .89; 1906, .82; 1907, .87;. 1908, .92; 1909, .88. It 
ought never to be below ninety percent. The law allows a sum of 
money from the State each year according to our average attend- 
ance in the school. With a large average attendance we can 
expect more money.

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REPORT OF THE 


BATH PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


To the people of Bath the following report is respectfully 
submitted : 


There are now 2,464 books in the library, 84 having been 
added during the year. Ten of the new books were donated 
by friends, twenty-six purchased with the proceeds of an en- 
tertainment given by young people of the town last July, and 
two purchased with money collected in fines. Four duplicate 
volumes have been exchanged with the Wentworth library. 

The average weekly distribution for the past year has been 
55 volumes, an increase of five over last year. This does not 
include books distributed by the branch libraries. The branch 
in the west part of town is in active operation, with Mrs. 
Austin Franklin as librarian; and the branch at Swiftwater was 
re-established February 5th, 1910, with Mrs. Lucy Burnham as 
librarian. 

We again ask the patrons of the library for more careful 
treatment of the books, for a number of the new ones show 
the effects of hard usage; some of them being in such condition 
as to make it necessary to remove them from the shelves on 
account of torn and missing pages. 

We respectfully ask the town for a liberal appropriation, 
as in the past.
